breakfast in the 
school's dining 


room. 
The instructor who was killed 


was W- B. Ellison, 28 year-old 
negro. 
The five pupils wounded 


ranged in age from 7 to 14 years. 
Three of them were not expected to 
recover. 


After pouring the shotgun blast 


into the crowded dining room, Hill 
turned the weapon on himself and 
blew out his brains. 
Officials: in- 


vestigating the shooting said Hill 
had gone suddenly mad. Recently, 
the state board of control has been 
investigating Hill's 
financial ac- 


counts at the schoo!.
